And God made man with a soul i:i His image, so in 
himself, hts spirit would discover that "Kingdom of 
Heaven.”

Because for his poor eyes, blinded by pit tie, Mary, through 
Her humility, was like a mirror blinding him more and 
more, while he was probing what had happened in Her 
from (be moment of the Incarnation of the Word. And so: 
he was not able to see in the wornb of Mary, during the nine 
months of Her holy pregnancy, (he fruit of Her virginal 
womb: for the Holy Ghost copied Her with Hes divine 
shadow, under the vestiges oi littleness: humility! 

The Incarnation of (he Word had had r.o manifestation 
of exserior magnificence: i-aiher ft was worked instantly by 
(he Holy Ghost, (his being a secret action between God and 
the most humble Virgin. Not could the unclean spirit ever 
know, and for the same reason, he could not impede, the 
holocaust the Word Incarnate was then offering to the 
Divinity from Lhal most pure and humble womb of Mary.

Jesus, the Word rr,2de flesh, teaches us to love Divine 
JusiicC to the point of offering ourselves, following His 
example, as victims, lo change that justice into love. For 
when the Heavenly Father teceives love from those who 
ghe themselves up to Has Justice as the Word Incarnate 
does. He, just and good, Who cannot be outdone in 
generosity, convert* His Justice into Love, into pardon, 
and an abundance of mercies, of blessings are given because 
thus He fulfills (he Justice oF His love. 

Well then, the Word Incarnate knowing all this even 
while in the numb of Mary His Mother, from the first 
instant of His In carnal ion. His fmt thought, His first act 
was an act of the most perfect.. .the most pure, . .low, . .nn 
ait of adoration lo the Hravenly Father . .LOVE! 

Five days, the first five days, the Word incarnate enclosed 
in the womb of Mary coinsecratcd. on behalf oF His elect. 

From dawn of the first until dawn of the following day 
on seeing Himself as man subject, to lime, but as God 
imparling to His works ihe limit of eternity [which is 
limitless) He consecrated Himself exclusively lo that act of 
love of Divine Justice, offering Himself to it with repeated 
pleas as a Victim for humanity.

And although in those five days 
h: time detmoh.:: : initiate these 3 .--.ir.g laws for us 
men, taws for our benefit . such divine ideas had their 
b-g'tiring only in time with regard to he humanity of the 
Word: but pertaining to His Divinity. .thtv had no 
b--ginning because they were, tike Him. eternal, according 
c H j own essence — an d h u 1 1 hey w ;« i a di vinc n afu re. 

And Mary kept al ! nesc t h ngs in Her Heart. 

Kcv. what docs the Word do, hidden ;n Mary.. after 
having consummated trie idea of our good.* 

For n: ne: non th s Tie rem allied si Een t, of iei in g Hi s in tenor 
tV. on, the Passion of His Heart, to His Heavenly Father. 


And Mary shared this same Passion with Him as Co-Rc’ 
demptrix, 

This was happening in the Word, hidden in Mary, in the 
same manner that His Passion has been continued in 
Tabernacles. Thus the Agony in the Garden Isas been pro¬ 
longed. the succession of a!3 the steps of His pbv sical Passion; 
but He has been eirduting it, really and truly, in His souI: 
because He is not dead, b.,t living. And, although His body 
has been glorified in Hraven, the mystery of this Sacrament 
of Love is so profound and so unfathomable for us that the 
immolation of the Divine Victim irt prop ni at ion for us is 
hidden. And since then. . wi 1 1 Mary ever be abl e to wi thdraw 
from tabernacles? 

Agonies. . .martyrdoms,. .annihilations, because so many 
souls banish Him into oblivion, . .the Word of God made 
man and the man. Bread, to hide His grandeur., is con¬ 
sumed with longing for hearts to beat in His love. He lives 
loving in silence., ,in a continuous immolation. His office 
as Victim has Him constantly mediating between Heaven 
and earth, obtaining mercy and pardon for us, 

[£ it were not for Him, . ,! 

For victim souls, this is their model: (he Word Incarnate 
and hidden, from the womb of Mary to Lhe Eucharist, offer¬ 
ing Himself as the Victim par eKcclience, through whom ail 
other victims are accepted, offering themselves to the 
Heavenly Father lo repay Divine Jusuce. 

His Victim Heart is the prisoner of His ini ini ate Passion 
for us.

That Heart of the Ward Incarnate, hidden in Mary, all 
ablaze wish love, even hidden in the maternal womb, was 
now capable of suEEcring, And He was suffering then. 1 , . , 
u-ilh that intensity proper to His love longing to offer 
reparatory sacrifices to His Father, in atonement for sinful 
humanity atid in propitiation for all of os. Grieving over 
the vision (interior) o( Lbe ingratitude oi men, Lhose who 
caused Him a roost cruel sorrow, there were, . .those 
thousands and thousands of souls who would resist the 
tntih of His Divine ttord: His holy doctrine! 

The blindness, the resistance to the faith, the errors of 
thetr hearts, their impenitence in evil, far they would dose 
their spiritual doors to His divine grace, . .His Grace. . . 
that grate so costly for Him to obtain for us. . ,aud that we 
would despise. To acquire it for us from Ills Heavenly 
Father He leFt Heaven and was obliged to remain annihi¬ 
lated and hidden among men, transformed, Eirsi into anas 
vet unborn being, enclosed in the womb of a woman, the 
most humble and unknown of all women. * . 

Then a tiny Infant, poor and subjected to the rigors of 
this earthj born tn a ton lent pi ible stable among the animals 
on a winter night. Then an adolescent under the rare of an 
artisan in the most poor and forgotten home, . , 

And later, a vigorous Apostle of the multitudes Who, for 
three consecutive years, gave Ifimsetf for the good of son;Is 
and was attacked, persecuted, mistreated, until ending by 
dying reproachfully on a cross as a victim, -. 


And perpetuating this sacrifice through the centuries in 
the Eucharist, completely hidden, transformed into a piece 
of Brf-zd, He, , .with His Body, with His Soul, with His 
Divinity, with all that abyss of love with which He has 
loved us, . .until ctcrnitv .because He wanted to continue 
being the pure Victim, in silence and annihilation Who, on 
taking upon Himself all our miseries, would be able to 
intercede incessantly lor us, 

All this was considered in Mary by the Word Incarnate, 
the only Son oi God. . .of that God Who needed nothing 
from us. He. . .all holv a’l powerful and blessedly perfect 
in His Heavenly Kingdom, in His eLerttaj glorvi His only 
reaten for such extravagance was our good! 

All these intimate sorrows were already destroying the 
Divine Heart of the Word Incarnate in Mary being shared 
only with Her. Sorrows inconceivable tc us incalculable, 
boca u sc L hey exceed o u r ca pad tv. Proper ort I y to Lite capac¬ 
ity oi a God-man, 

And the intensity of His love increased the sensitivity of 
His Hraii. And on the other band, sc great was the ingrati¬ 
tude of men. . .ingratitude present to Him there, in an tier - 
pr.tion of the prayer In the Garden of Oitves. the prayer and 
the vision were there trt the sealed and enclosed Garden of 
the maternal womb oE Mary. 

Another reason for H-s grief was the coldness of good 
scum, those who, grasping His doctrine and although not 
giving themselves up to sin openly, grow torpid in a 
tepidity that chills grace. The effect of Lhese 5 on is on Him 
was from then on a horrible solitude and a reason for 
ridicule from His enemy, the devil. , . 

There. . .in those souls, where He would place the per¬ 
fection of Hid gif Li, where He would try to win (be love of 
the heail so it would ttot be captive of ihe devil :ior the 
world. wbiU grieE' The enemy would gain much, im¬ 
ped: :’jg she sapid pace of those souls, so they would not climb 
the prdh to divine union, Because the enemy would be able 
to put lead In the feet of those souls, , ,and icc in their 
hear ls, so the flames of love in those breasts consecrated by 
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the predilection of the Word, would not be able to me with 
fervor to Him,, , r and He would find His divine and ardenl 
Heart submitted to waiting long vigils, Those thousands 
of 5 oi;3s remiss in virtue, delaying in the total yielding to 
the cross and to divine love, . .those bargaining sots Is in the 
irtals of God, attached to little things, who cannot bting 
themselves to give even thing to Him alone. . , 

And those others who would approach Him with a 
magnanimous s pi tit, , .and. , .then, when (hey should 
deserve to he filled with (he treasures of His Passion, when 
He would place His Cross on those shoulders who with 
such generosity had offered themselves to Him.. .oh cruelty! 
Rebels in a stroke of diabolical intrigue, they would hurl 
the cross at Him, they would turn their Lacks and., fleeing 
iron: Him, would leave Him contemptuously wounded and 
bet rav ed, . . 

Jesus, , Jesus. . .foolish lover of souls' Ah! When His 
Heart experienced those griefs. , .there. - .still enclosed in 
the maternal womb., .what must He have suffered? With 
what sentiments oE His Divine Passion lor ns would He 
await the moment oE birth? Tn find Himself among men 
and to be face to face with them: To gite Himself up. . . 
with that generosity unique to Him alone., .to combat His 
enemy, the dev:E, and to be able to say to him, iJ f will 
succeed one day in drawing (hem to Me. . 

fn the Holy Gospel there is a very intimate expression of 
this sorrow of the Heart of Jesus, our dtsine ant! valiant 
Sari or, when one day He exclaimed, ''Kicked and aduh 
terous generation. . ,how Song must I suffer thee." It is as 
though Jesus challenged :hc devil, who t> the one who 
t s nv p( s h um an sou Is a n d t u fi ts them aga: ns t; k ri r Redeemer. 

And nevertheless,, it is He Himself Who calls us con¬ 
stantly, "Come to Me, all of thcef" And He Himself Who, 
on perpetuating Hts presence by the institution of the 
Eucharist to remain with us, says to us, full of tenderness, 
rj I will not leave thee crphant." Ahl The grief of the Heart 
of Jesus docs not discourage, but increases, His real. . . 
divine flumes of charity invading Him. Flames that im 
crease with each step and under the weight of the grief. 
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Because He is the perpetual Victim between Hraven and 
earih Who is repaying for uj ths Chyme Justice of His 
Heavenly Father, His essence, simplified, is LOVE! 

The Heart of the Dt■■fr-jc- Word incarnate Is a most pure 
focus of love, . .til divine emanations, , is all love I For 
Lhii reason the grief, the jeers, the wounds, ih' 1 outrages, the 
contempt, the ingratitude He receives, ah. ;..-e converted 
inic merciful parlor.. :r.rc love! Love, linked the Divine 
Sar.ctity in Him. has c .1; given a close embrace, Mercy 
and Justice are united n: Him forever’ Thai is why, while 
Jesus remains as a Victim, justice is discharged over the 
world and produces pardon and mercy because it passes 
through the Victim Heart, suffering for us. paying for its, 
and responding as a rich and exuberant guarantee, - , Oh, 
the mysteries of Dhin-r Love, enclosed in the Victim Heart 
oi the Word Incarnate, Who began Lhe Redemption in the 
womb of Mary. 

En :hc nine months os" isolation in the maternal womb, 
the Word suffered alone Mane of Lhe souls who were Lhe 
object of His love knew Him. Aisd nevertheless. He was 
already mediating for them, praying, tuffeting and giving 
Himself up lo the Heavenly Father, with that generosity so 
characteristic of Him. "Father,. .forgive them for they know 
not wba t they do. 

Mot the ingratitude nor the offenses nor the death itself 
He would give as payment for His love, r.or the abandon¬ 
ment in which they would leave Him when He would live 
among us hidden in the Tabernacles, nor the preoccupa¬ 
tions of some nor the inattention of other*, nor the perse¬ 
cutions nor the blasphemies, nor all the sorrows of Hell 
with which the world would crush His Heart succeeded or 
will e> er succeed in restraining the infinite love with which 
He loves us from eternity. 

Oh.. .the follies of His divine love are such He longed to 
expose Himself to all the material and spiritual cruelties of 
Hit Passion and of His Death, to obtain among millions of 
ungrateful souls, to inspire love in at least one, tn npen His 
Heart to her and to feel a single human heart beating for 
Him. Thus He revealed His intimate tenderness in that 





Last Supper with His disciples in Hi* mortal life when, 
opening His divine moulh He let His Heart overflow From 
it and each one of His words enclose* a wa>rld of love. . .and 
a promise of eternal glory. . - 

Jesus hungered and thirsted insatiably to give Himself 
for us I lie fulfills His desires of giving Himself to the 
Father for ns in each instant, from the moment of IIis 
Incarnation that has continued in the Holy Eucharist. But 
.. .oh!, . Jt was not enough for Him, r .His love desires to 
Overflow the cup of our souis. . .and to saturate us with His 
otvn Being. 

But men do not understand this love of the Word, They 
do noi want to receive Him. . .they do not let themselves be 
invaded by Itiis love; they resist Him, at tinies they despise 
Hint, they neglect Him not only for other human and 
miserable loves but even for the devil himself when they 
give themselves up to sin and permit him to seke their 
souls. That is why the Word Incarnate suffers this mystical 
Passion, but no less real for being mystical, in the Holv 
Eucharist, where He has continued His physical life with 
His Body, with Ills Soul, with His divinity united to His 
holy hu manky. 

Souls are not filled with divine gifts only because they 
refuse to receive them? because they resist opening them¬ 
selves to ihe emanation of gifts and graces He would pour 
over them. They do not want to give Him a channel for 
His torrent of mercies; they do not want to give themselves 
up to His love, And this resistance of souls Lithe cause of 
the mystical agonies in the Divine Heart of Jesus in the 
Blessed Sacrament, Who lives silently,. .waiting, . .enclosed 
in a Cl bottom or in the disk of a Monstrance, as He was 
then living hidden and silent in the womb oF Mary, 

The exterior customs have established a tvpc of mech¬ 
anism among adorers of the Holy Eucharist. Ah. . .they 
know enough to see in that little piece oE Bread, with faith 
and veneration, the admirable Sacrament, . .'.he center of 
our religion, , .[he object of our adoration. Ah. , .but He 
wishes. He longs for them to discover the miracle of Hi.s 


love,, of His intimate love.. .Lo know how to meditate or. 
the tenderness of the love of His Heart. Of that adorable 
Heart of Jesus, , .of that Word made man Who hungers and 
thims to be loved with ail the beauties of lose. ,, 

He longs lo be lo*ed as Cod and as man: Just as He i.s 
pretent under the sacred species hiding Him — with livelv 
sen ti men is. , .with strength. , .with true unction.] 

Ah. . .and how manv centuries mutt this Divine Heart 
suffer, . .such mystical agonies. . .agonies nil a! began being 
physical in that Heart from the moment of I Eis Incarnation. 
And nevertheless, Jesus suffers silently in the Tabernacles, 
ai He suffered silently m the womb of Mary- , .Ignored 
. , .alone. , . 

Souls, object of His Sovr, wander around thousands of 
vain aspirations, far from His love. Other ;deals over¬ 
whelm them; that of this love, that, of this Heart, leaves 
them cold and indifferent. It bores them to sprnd even an 
hour with Him. They beg the muddy water oi puddles 
■'false, perishable affections while His. . .eternal and sub¬ 
lime. . -they put off, they disown, (hey despise, je&usl Why 
do those Thou lovest treat Thee thus? Why dost Thou low 
so much those who treat Thee 1 thus? 

The Word Incarnate lives for a hope al wav s real to Him,,. 
He hopes always in souls. He hopes one dav. tired of crazy 
purs lu is, they will turn to Him, have recourse to Him. And 
that is when He gratifies them and is gratified by them in 
the sublimities of His lose. Bor a single soul, the Word 
would descend to incarnate Himself, and divinely generous 
as or.1v He is able to be, He would accept all tbe corporal 
and mysdeal torments. And He would watt for her. . , 
until the end of time, with tire hope of seeing her totally 
convened to His loie. Because the love of His Heart sur¬ 
passes everything, , tin life and in death, on earth and in 
Heaven, and even in Hell itself. 

ThisI Tbis is a myscery we will not lx* ablc (o understand 
except one day in eternity with Lhe light ol giory] Now it 
must be enough for ut to believe it, because He Himself 
has revealed it to us. 




The love the Word of God made man has Eor us is such 
chat when absorbed in the vision of the ages, slili hidden in 
the womb of Mary, He saw Lhe prowlings oF the dev:] 
mahang war with the triumphs of His Redemption! The 
conflagrations in His loving Heart were Inflamed and in 
Him this longing alone prevailed: to give Himself for us in 
the measure our misery demands of His mercy, 

fi He wishes to draw us to His love, it Is only for our 
good; if He seeks its, IE He cal3s ns, if He puts up with our 
resistance. it is only because He loves us more, infinitely 
more than we ourselves arc able to love ourselves and love 
our good, our happiness and our eternity. 

From (hen on He too!: upon Himself, in His body and in 
His soul, all our crosses. Since the Word of God became 
flesh and dwelt among us (and dwells even yet) "who is 
weak and 1 am not weak? 1 ' as St. Paul says, Since His 
Heai i, human and divine, beats, feeling the weight of our 
weakness (except sin . our miseries and our sorrows, who 
suiters, who weeps and He does not weep, does not suffer?

Acknowledge at last t3ie Divioc Victim Who lives. Who 
dwells, Who lodges among us. „ .Who sighs alone, Who 
loves. Who suffers enclosed in Tabernacles. , .always 
anxious for our hearts; prisoner of a sublime passion — to 
redeem us from sin; consumed with a constant and eternal 
longing — to glorify :h<a Fa titer] 

He has become a burning coal oF ardent immolation so 
acquire for us Lhe heavenly treasures of His graces, and He 
waits, day and night, for gratitude, for the love of our 
miserable Ewarts tn unite us with His merits. with His life 
of expiation. . .divine life] And thus to sanctify us in Him, 
to give us one day tire eternal kingdom of His glory. That 
Kingdom He Himself left to come among us so many 
centuries ago. . ,ar.d He Who rsmr to submit Himself to 
those manyrdrum proper to His office as Redeemer, which 
He endured from the moment of His Incarnation. 

The cross of wood He took upon His shoulders physi¬

Margaret Mary) and In these last times He has wished to 
manifest His Heart nailed to the center of the cross. . .the 
inferior crojj, Vest Jesus on Calvary was nailed to the 
cross of wood, the instrument of IlisdeaLb, for three hours; 
but the intimate cross He has affixed to Himself mystically 
in the Consecrated Host, the Eucharist,, .who thinks shorn 
that? There He continues being the perennial Host of In t- 
moiilion, sacrificed on Lhe cross of His inti mate grief. 

It was jtot only the soldier's lance that wounded His 
breast, rending His Heart with a single thrust, Jesus, from 
the first moment oF HU Incarnation was wounded, living 
intensely the vision He embraced and made present, human 
ingratitude, and thus it continues in the Holy Eucharist.., 
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Ilia t WGiirid in H it f£eai I ha3 not been cl cficd nor wil 1 it 
ever be closed. Him He Himself revealed it to this miser¬ 
able creature when, on one occasion, con (emplacing Lhe 
manifestation of Hli wounded Heart I wanted to ask Him 
to per mil me lo cloie it. Then He answered me. "Oh no I 
Prevent yourself from doing so, for while this wound is 
OfXrn all sinner* will enter through ii." 

Do we realize? All the corporal marindoms Jesus suffered 
In H is bloody sacrifice are ,ike a symbol oi His spiritual, 
interior martyrdoms. Thai is why on Calvary His Heart 
was already wounded when He waa consummating Hi3 
Pas-ion by being nailed on the Cross in the stale of a Victim, 
at die mercy of His creatures. . .. 

And those interior spiritual martyrdoms :iie Word Incar- 
na‘e suffered from the moment oi Ilia Incarnation and lie 
suffers them yet In a metical, but no Jess real, manner. 
For us ihis is another oi Lhe great divine m^sLeries we will 
not be able lo understand here below and it will humble us 
one day in eternity if we will permit our Savior to save us, 

The tnyjiery of faith is this: to believe that in the Eu¬ 
charist. . .He is alive! And if He is living. He is not in¬ 
sensible, He Ii there with His Body, with His Soul r with all 
Hls humanity as well as with His divinity- A living Victim 
Vi'ho will slot test until Judgment Day, the day ofeternitv 
for the humans of ihis earth. The sins of men, the.se arc the 
cruel instrument* that sacrifice Him, the nails that fasten 
Hs til to the cross more and mote. And He continues in that 
sole and exclusive occupation He showed us on the height 
of Gdvary when He was lifted on the ciots — praying, 
interceding before His Heavenly Father, at the head oi 
miserable humanity who, without Him, . would only 
bring upon iisclf the anger oi God, Lhe just divine tndig- 
nation, lhe essence of God offended., .as He w anted to show 
us by the earthquake that happened when our Mediator 
expired. For three days He withdrew front among men to 
visit the secret cavities of Limbo. . .days of mourning and 
desolation when hearts seemed lo he in agony, without 
faith, without hope, without fight,,, 


But, came the third day of the life of our life. . Jems 
arose! And again He diffused His divine nourishment in 
the world of His own lhe humans). , .oF the poor. . .of the 
miserable. . .His loved ones. 

That is why He said to Hss disciples, "A little while and 
you shall not see Me; and again a Eiule while and you shall 
see Me.” 

And from then on He has remained with us and near us 
pining for love, Eut now. . who can sec Him. . .except 
with the eyes oi faith? And He wants us to look at Him 
thus- Thai: is why He said Io Thomas, ' Became thou hast 
seen. Me thou hasi believed; blessed are thev who have not 
seen, and have believed.'" 

Mow on'y the heart enamored of Him discovers ii, and 
pure souls, whether they be those who ha 1 , e never been 
stained or (hose who cry r-rpentaut and ate efransedof their 
sins. Jesus makes Himself known 10 those who love Him. 
That :s whv when He appeared to Magdalene under the 
guise ol a gardener ai the sepulchre, she recognized Him, 
because love makes itself known. That is gho why when, at 
Lhe shore oi the sea, Hss disciples perceived Him indis¬ 
tinctly on lhe sea, and He asked them lor something Local, 
the liin to recognize Him was John, the disciple pure and 
full of love for Him. and for iliat reason he said to the 
others. '"It is the Master. In the same way now. although 
bidden in the Eucharistic species, lie wants faith and love 
to make Him knowni For that reason we must go to HEm 
frequently and call Him, pleading, “Cone Jesus I Come 
quickly I Gume and do not delay." And.. ,je-us will cornel 
He w;EE come because He has pr ami send lo. He will come 
because He wishes to. He will come because we need Him, 
although. . .we do not deserve Him. 

Let us go like St. Peter, determined that, on recognizing 
Him, sve wil) expose ourselves to all risks to follow Him, 
for Peter threw himself into the sea without thinking he 
might sink; yet Jesus made him walk on water to demon¬ 
strate to him the reward for his faith and, above a’!, for his 
generous giving up of himself. . .for his sincere and 
ardent low. 
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“It is He and lie cal’s me," like Magdalene when Martha 
informed her the Master was there, 

Jesus, thinking of these heroic act* of love, wanted to 
remain hidden and promised later ''He would be seen" 
again. From then on.. .since these enigmatic words are in 
the New Testament, generations have arked themselves, 
when will this be? As in another era, the disciples said, 

What does He mean by Lbis 'little while'?" Mysteries of 
the Jove of Godi Mysteries that let us live in expectation, 
awaiting the miracles of His promise and of His reality. 
Meanwhile, in the Tabernacle, let us not look on chat Host 
as a piece of bread, . .mol Let us took sl Him I At the 
beloved and divine Jesus, At the Master, it is He! And He 
calls i3s. It is He, , .the same One Who became man in the 
womb of the Virgin Mary, and Who lives ever since, really 
and truly, as man and Cod. And Who lives hidden and 
sacrificed lor us, lives mystically crucified on the cross of 
His interior Passion to redeem all of us. 

How sad I The soul, object of such grea t love on the part 
of Cod, does not even know how to recognize Him, but still 
ieii to acknowledge Him, nor when to re-pond at least a 
little in Iter heart to such divine goodliest. 

The soul, at the fooi of the Tabernacle, must do the same 
as at the font of Calvary. . .and the same that would have to 
he done before Mary in (he time of Her most holy preg¬ 
nancy. . .because be tore Her She had the unheard of spec¬ 
tacle of the crucifixion of the Word made man, the divine 
and human Victim Who offers Himself to the Elerna] 
Father In continual immolation for the redemption of 
the world. 

H:s life Es f with respect (o I Us Heavenly Father, an un¬ 
interrupted act of love of Divine Justice, wiih that supreme 
ideal of directing everything to that end. I ic wants souls to 
untie themselves to the sanctity of love, to make a holocaust 
to His Divine Father rendering Him worship worthy of 
His Justice, that is LOVE. It is He! The same Jesus Who 
was born in Bethlehem In a humble stable and was nailed 
lo a cross on Golgotha. He calls usl Yes, He calls us 
corn inu ally, from the instant of His Incarnation He has not 
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ceased calling souls and now from the Tabernacle., Z'Veni 
, . . Veni., ." Anxious fur His loved ones to approach Hint 
and say to Him, J 'Behold I come," 

Jesus, enamored of souls, I want m watch with Thee; 
inflame me with Thy love! 

Bu e, oh, there are souls who, in front of a Tabernacle and 
even In front of a Monstrance, became bored; they do not 
know what to do or say, not knowing how to use that time. 
At most they recite vocal prayers mechanically.. .routinely, 
"This people honorcth hie with their lips hut their heart h 
far from Me." 

Jeius! Word Incarnate and hidden. . .manifest Thyself 
now. . .LordI 

Heaven help us so we may not bo like that nor make the 
Heart of Jesus that loves us so complain, He longs for us lo 
approach His Tabernacles with love and great faith, 
reverently, recognizing that He, being our God, has made 
Himself a Victim for us. l^ef us not go only to lake Him 
comp]aims of our temporal sufferings, nor eo ask gifts of 
Him (or our own convenience. And even less* let us not go 
before Him. protesting our crosses, seeing Him patiently 
nailed so many centuries for our good, Let us not be 
miserable and ungrateful. 

Because, let us never forget He lives silently waiting for a 
soul to approach Him so fie can pour out His love on 
her! Because He wishes to show Himself to those souls just 
as He is.
